Toupherty. The only person I saw nas a real old man, and he had on an old brosn suit 
and"a western type hat. I saw this nan leave the building and drive off in an old 
black Euick. This nan was not carrying anything in his bands when I saw him. ^his 
i_ tuildinf after lunch. This man left in the ear before the President 
was shot. I didn't see any other people in the building but this old man, other 
than the people that I nanod that worked there. There was another enployee that I 
savi naned Lee Oswald, He was on the first floor of the building when I saw him at 
8:00 am. He is the snrrs man I saxj the police trine into the Homicide Bureau about 
2:00 pm. i also saw him on the 5th floor as we were leaving for lunch at 11:^0 an.
